os Mongtt other the advantages of thele Our Kingdoms, the Staple Commodities of Wooll and Cloth are peculiar 
thereunto, and the Panufacure of the ſame under ſeveral good and wholſome Laws made and Pꝛovided by the 
AN & Wiſdom of Pur Royal Anceſtozs foꝛ the better Regulation and Impꝛove ment thereof, hath juſtly been eſteemed a 


Tek p2incipal Happineſs of this Our Realm, and long been the Envy ok other Nations; And We (who equally de- 
ure to promote the Good and Welfare of Our Kingdoms with any of Our Royal Pzedeceſſozs and Anteſtoꝛs) conſi⸗ 
odeering that nothing can pꝛove moze deſtructive to the ſaid Manufacture, then the Expoztation of Wooll into Fo⸗ 


reign parts, have as well by Our ſeveral Royal Pꝛoclamations, as by a Conſiderable Charge of Pur own er- 
pended therein, ſhewn Our Gꝛacious Jnclinations and Purpoſes foz the Maintenance and Encouragement of 
the ſaid Panufacture, and foz the effectual putting in Execution the Laws already made againſt ſuch Expoz- 
tation, And yet the Methods taken foꝛ Pꝛevention of the great Abuſes therein, have not hitherto met with anſwerable Succeſs; 
But the ſaid Offence is now become a molt notozious and common Nuſance by the pzactices of divers evil diſpoſed Perſons, who 

being neither terrified with the Severity of the Laws, noz yet regarding Dur Juſt Diſpleaſure conceived againſt them, do Combine 
among themſelves, and together with others, Aliens and Fozeigners, ſometimes by Stealth, ſometimes by open Fozce and Uio- 
lence, to Expoꝛt and Carry out of Our Kingdoms of England and Ireland divers great quantities of Wooll, Wooll-fells, Moꝛt⸗ 
1ings, Shozlings, Yarn made of Wooll, Wooll-flocks, Fullers Earth, Fulling Clay, and Tobacco-pipe Clay, wherein they are alſo 
Alliſted by many diſſolute and deſperate Perſons in great numbers, inſomuch that Our Officers and others duly Impowered. 
And endeavouring to reſiſt and mebent them therein, are often in peril even of their Lives, and by the number of Offenders 
are much diſcouraged from doing their Duty. And whereas divers of Our Loving Subjects from divers parts of this Kingdom, 
being Traders and Dealers in the Woollen Manufacture, by their humble Petition have pꝛopoſed to Us, That they are willing 
to make a voluntary Contribution among themſelves as a farther means to Suppteeſs the ſaid Offenders, and foz that purpote =; 
have humbly beſought Us to grant them Pur Royal Licence and Authozity to make a Collection of Moneys to defray the Charge 
of Proſecuting and Pꝛeventing the ſaid Offences and Milchiefs, which Charge will be very conſiderable in regard of the great num: 
ber of Offenders thzoughout Our ſaid Kingdoms; We therefoze out of Pur G2acious and Pꝛincely Care of the Good and Wel- 
fare of Pur People, Have thought fit by Our Royal Commiſſion under Our G2eat Seal bearing Date the Eight and twentieth 
day of June laſt paſt, dtrected to ſeveral Perlons therein mentioned, Foz pꝛeventing the Expoꝛtation of Wooll, to Impower and Au⸗ 
thozize them, oꝛ any Seven oz moze of them, from time to time to cauſe to be P2oſecuted and put in Execution the ſeveral Laws made 
againſt the Expoꝛtation of Wooll, Wooll-fells, and other the things befoze mentioned, out of Our Kingdoms of England and Ire- 
land; Andalſo to Collect, Gather and Receive, and to cauſe to be Collected, Gathered and Received from any of Our Subjects what- 
' ſoever, ſuch Sum and Sums of Money as they oz any of them ſhall from time to time voluntarily Contribute, Advance and Beſtow, foz 
and in o2der to the Pꝛeventing the Expoꝛtation of Wooll, Wooll-fells, and other the things befoze mentioned, out of Our ſaid 
Kingdoms, and fo: the better Diſcovery and Punilhment of the ſaid Offences, and to imploy the ſaid Moneys ſo Collected accoꝛding⸗ 
ly; Which Uoluntary Contributions ſo to be made by any of Our Subjects whatſoever, to the ends and purpoſes afozeſaid, We 
habe thought fit by the Advice of Our P2ivy Council, and We do by this Pur Royal Pzoclamation, Allow, Recommend and Ap- 
P20ve, not doubting but Our Loving Subjects will cheerfully and readily aſſiſt and pzomote ſo uſeful and publick a Wozk. And 
further, as well in purſuance of the afozeſaid Laws, as in Uirtue of Pur Royal Pzerogative, We do again hereby ſtreightly 
Charge, P2ohibit and Command, That no manner of Sheep, Wooll, Mooll⸗fells, Moztlings, Shozlings, Parn made of Wooll, - 
TQeoli-flocks, Fullers Earth, Fulling Clay, oz Tobacco-pipe Clay be at any time hereafter by any Perſon oz Perſons whatſoever, 
Whether Natural-bozn Subjects, Denizens oz Strangers, Expoꝛted, Tranſpozted, Sent oz Conveyed out of Pur Kingdom of 
England, Dominion of Wales, o: Town oz Pozt of Berwick upon Tweed, oz any the Illes, Pozts, Creeks oz Places thereof, into 
the Kingdom of Scotland, oz any Fozeign Parts beyond the Seas, upon pain of Dur Highelt Indignation, and the utmoſt Pe- 
nalties which by the Laws and Statutes of this Pur Kingdom may be Puflicted upon the Offenders, their Aiders, Pꝛocurers, 
Abetters and Favourers, their Lives and Eſtates; And Our kurther Mill and Pleaſure is, That all Wooll, Woolbfelts, 
Moꝛtlings, and other the things befoze mentioned, and all Boats and Ueſſels Seized and Condemned by Fozce of any the ſald 
Laws, ſhall be bzought to London, Kingſton upon Hull, Exeter, o: one of them, and there (and not elſewhere ) diſpoſed of, to pꝛe⸗ 
vent Selling them again to the Owners, as hath hitherto been too frequently pzacticed, And laſtly, We do hereby ſtreightly 
Charge, Require and Command all and every Payozs, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, Tythingmen, and. all 
Officers of Our Admiralty, and all and every other Our Officers and Miniſters as well Civil as Military by Sea and Land, and 
all and every Pur ects whatſoever whom it may concern, diligently to obſerve, and readily to Aid, Alliſt and Defend all Per⸗ 
ſons concerned in the due perfozmance ok this Dur Pꝛoclamation in all things.
